RTATION HEARING IS SCHEDULED ON MAY 29. HE IS 
STAYING AT SALVATION ARMY HEADQUARTERS HERE. 


HE SPENT THE YEARS IN CHICAGO QUIETLY SINCE SLIPPING AWAY FROM THE 
POW CAMP. HE HAD A CLOSE CALL THERE IN 1953. 


HE SAID, "COLLIERS MAGAZINE CARRIED A STORY AND PICTURES OF ESCAPED 
PRISONERS STILL AT LARGE. 
"THERE WAS MY PICTURE AND I THOUGHT SURE SOMEONE AROUND THE HOTEL 
(WHERE HE WORKED) WOULD RECO€NIZE ME, AND SOMEONE--I DON'T KNOW WHO-~- 
ROSSMEISL SAID HIS BOSS LAUGHED OFF THE IDEA HE WAS A POW CAMP 
FUGITIVE. BUT ROSSMEISL SAID HE QUICKLY FOUND ANOTHER JOB. 
HE SAID THE GESTAPO GOT ON HIS TRAIL WHEN HE RETURNED TO HOLLAND 
IN 1940 AFTER.WORK IN THE DUTCH EAST INDIES. 


HE SAID HE WAS ADVISED TO JOIN THE ARMY BECAUSE THE GESTAPO COULD 
NOT BOTHER HIM THERE. 


IN MUNICH, GERMANY, A RED CROSS SPOKESMAN SAID IN 1950 ROSSMEISL'S 
MOTHER HAD FILED A REQUEST FOR AN INVESTIGATION INTO THE FATE OF HER 
SON, OFFICIALLY LISTED AS MISSING. 

THE HEAD OF THE RED CROSS SEARCH BUREAU, DR. HePASEWALDT 
SAID ROSSMEISL'S CASE HAD BEEN INVESTIGATED AND A UsSe PRISONERS OF 
WAR OFFICE AT BALTIMORE HAD INFORMED MUNICH OF THE FORMER 
LIEUTENANT'S DISAPPEARANCE FROM THE CAMP IN 1945. 

THE BALTIMORE OFFICE ALSO HAD SAID THAT THERE WERE INDICATIONS 
ROSSMEISL WAS DEAD. A SKELETON FOUND NEAR THE CAMP WAS VIFWED THEN 
AS A POSSIBLE EVIDENCE OF THE MISSING MAN'S DEATH. SAID PASEWALDT. 

THIS, HOWEVER WAS NOT CONSIDERED SATISFACTORY EVIDENCE OF 
ROSSMEISL'S DEATH BY THE RED CROSS. IT KEPT HIS FILE OPEN. 

ROSSMEISL'S MOTHER DIED SHORTLY AFTER CONTACTING THE RED CROSS. 
HIS WIFE IS LISTED BY THE RED CROSS AS RESIDING SOMEWHERE IN 


HOLLAND. A SISTER, HILDE, LIVES IN NUERTINGEN.
